Mixed Drink 
Bill Doesn't 
Arouse Votes

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - 
Ar- 


kansas has had a local-option 
mixed-drink law for more than 
a year now but the anticipated 
rush for voting on the cocktail 
issue failed to materialize. 


Garland and Pulaski counties 


and the cities of Little Rock 
and Eureka Springs are the 
only areas to approve the dis- 
pensing of cocktails. The mixed- 
drink issue has been voted 
down at Texarkana, West Mem- 
phis, 
Blytheville 
and 
Fort 


Smith. 


State Alcoholic Beverage Con- 


trol Director Joe Oaspard said, 
however, he was surprised that 
West Memphis and Texarkana 
did not approve the sale of 
mixed drinks in elections last 
year. There has been no elec- 
tion on the cocktail issue this 
year. 


The 1969 law provides for the 


sale of mixed drinks in certain 
hotels, motels and restaurants. 


Gaspard said he thought West 


Memphis would have approved 
the issue as a competitive ef- 
fort because cocktails were be- 
ing served across the river in 
Memphis. 


Texarkana surprised him, he 


said, because it was a border 
city where the Texas side was 
dry. A city or county that votes 
down the proposal must wait 
one year before the issue can 
be voted on again. However, if 
a city defeats the measure, 
then the county could immedi- 
ately call for an election and

vice versa. 


Texarkana, he said that 


since the Chamber of Com. 
merce served both sides of the 
city, the chamber did not get 
involved In the election, and 
Gaspard said there has to be In- 
terest generated In such an 
election to bring out a big vote. 


"Ordinarily you have to have 


some 
activity 
within 
your 


chamber of commerce or some 
organized group in the city," he 
said, "otherwise, what you are 
faced with is a situation where 
the people whose places would 
qualify for mixed drinks would 
be virtually the only ones vital- 
ly interested." 


He said this was true in call- 


ing for an election, too. He said 
the electorate might be inter- 
ested enough to help get the 
question on the ballot. 


Gaspard said "it would cer- 


tainly seem to me" there would 
be interest in some areas of the 
state to call elections on the 
sale of mixed drinks that have 
not. 


"They have had over a year 


to observe what has happened 
in the cities where mixed drinks 
are legal, to refute any ideas 
there would be saloons wide- 
spread throughout the city," 
Gaspard said. "There obvious- 
ly has not been any increase in 
drunkenness and motor vehicle 
accidents (because of mixed 
drinks). 


"It would seem to me (the 


cities) would be able to take 
note of the fact that this has 
not been detrimental to society 
in those places where mixed 
drinks are legal," he said. 


In fact, Gaspard said, the 


mixed-drink law has "worked 
out very well" and "made for 
better law enforcement." He 
said problems to the ABC had 
been less than he had expected.

derstand there is a 6 months 
waiting period involved? 


ANSWER: 
First, it will 


protect your past, present, and 
future rights to benefits. 
Secondly, it will permit more 
prompt processing of your ap- 
plication and payment may then 
be made as soon as the waiting 
period has expired. 


QUESTION: Of what use is 


social security to me since I am 
young and working? 


ANSWER: You are protected 


in that a source of income is 
available should you become 
unable to work because of injury 
or illness. If you are married you 
are also building up financial 
prrotection for your family in 
case of death or disability. And, 
over the long haul, you are 
building up credits toward a 
more and more substantial 
retirement income.

cause of misconduct in either 
youths or adults." 


The commission's report is 


not to be released until late this 
month, but most of the first 
draft has been leaked to a 
House subcommittee that is

Cole, who arrived in Conway 


Friday to visit his mother, Mrs.

WEST MEMPHIS, Ark. (AP) 


—The paragraph on the front 
of W. S. Cheek's small cam- 
paign folder probably sums up 
the candidate for the Demo- 
cratic gubernatorial nomina- 
tion: 


"I, as a parent of a son and 


two teen-age daughters, am 
deeply concerned with the ob- 
vious attempt to further the 
liberal left wing revolutionary 
plan to destroy the moral fiber 
of our youth by so-called intel- 
lectuals who teach and advocate 


complex system. 


Some senators have asked 


why they should be asked to ap- 
prove a system that will, grant- 
Mng the expected improvements 
in Russian rocketry, be obsolete 
before it i« finished. 


a revolt against authority, in- 
cluding the use of drugs and 
'non violent' burning and loot- 
ing, in the name of 'academic 
freedom'. I promise that the 
laws of decency, morality and 
Arkansas will be enforced when 
I am governor." 


Cheek, 48, entered the Demo- 


cratic primary after surveying 
the candidates. 


"I earnestly went out and 


looked for a candidate that I 
could conscientiously support, 
and I couldn't find one," he 
ai. 
He says Hayes C. McClerkin 


of 
Texarkana 
and 
Dale 


Bumpers of Charleston are both 
"ultraleft-wing" and that Rob- 
ert C. Compton of El Dorado 
and James C. Malone Jr. of 
Lonoke "don't even enter into 
the picture." 


Cheek says Bill Wells of Her- 


mitage has a "beautiful radio 
announcer's voice, and this is 
about all I can say ... 
He's a 


mugwump as far as issues are 
concerned." 


Joe Purcell, Cheek believes, 


was a 
"political 
accident." 


Purcell was elected attorney 
general in 1966, defeating Bruce 


Bennett in 6 runoff, and Cheek 
says "when an incumbent gets 
into a runoff, almost always he 
gets defeated." 


Former Gov. Orval E. Fau- 


bus is the target of Cheek's 
severest chriticism. 


"I am thoroughly convinced 


that Orval Faubus sold out the 
Democratic party in 1966 by 
telling enough of the state em- 
ployes and department heads 
that if (Gov. Winthrop) Rocke- 
feller was defeated they would 
lose their jobs," Cheek said. 


"He was responsible for the 


sellout of the Democratic party 
and now he's got the brass or 
gall to come back and ask the 
people of Arkansas to make him 
the Democratic nominee again," 
Cheek said. 


He also says Faubus' popu- 


larity reached a peak when he 
announced as a candidate and 
that he can only backslide. 


Cheek does not reserve his 


criticism for Democrats. He 
says Gov. Winthrop Rockefeller, 
a Republican who is seeking a 
third term, does not understand 
the people of the state. 


"The government of Arkan- 


sas is the biggest business in 
the state of Arkansas and I 
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think we need if businessman 
to be governor of the State and 
operate it in * businesslike 
manner," Cheek said. "If it 
weren't for his (fttwkfcfelier's) 
inherited millions, he couldn't 
operate a popcorn stand," 


Cheek is outspoken on the 


penitentiary system and pri- 
vate schools. 


He feels the prison system is 


not being operated properly and 
wants to turn the penitentiary 
"back into a penitentiary, not 
a rest home with visiting priv- 
ileges." 


He says persons who send 


their children to private or pa- 
rochial schools should be given 
a tax break and that a commis- 
sion should be established to 
advise persons on establishing, 
accrediting and operating pri- 
vate schools. 


The parents of children who 


attend private 
or parochial 


schools should be allowed tax 
credits on their state income tax 
"in relation to the amount of 
money that they put into the 
private schools," he says.

The realization that X-ray 


films could show us bones, 
teeth and metals but not soft 
tissues was an advantage in 
that they aided in the diag- 
nosis of bone tumors, frac- 
tures, dental cavities and 
metallic foreign bodies. 
They could not, however, tell 
us anything about the diges- 
tive tract, kidneys or blood

Blanton, a Hughes business- 


man, 
is the American Party in 


Arkansas candidate for lieuten- 
ant governor. He was nomi- 
nated at the party's June 6 
convention. 


"I didn't take it (the nomi- 


nation) too well to begin with, 
but I got so much encourage- 
ment from the home people," 
Blanton said. "Now, I'm really 
enjoying it." 


Blanton has made several 


political rallies around the state 
and says the reception has been 
"very good, beyond expecta- 
tions." 


"I think we have an excellent 


chance to win," he said. "The 
people are looking for some- 
thing else." 


Blanton 
understands those 


persons who are not satisfied 
with what the Democratic and 
Republican parties have to of- 
fer. 


He said he voted for Repub- 


lican Barry Goldwater in the 
1964 
presidential election and 


then became "so dissatisfied 
with the Rockefeller bunch thai 
I just got on the George Wal- 
lace bandwagon." Blanton was 
among those who helped orgn- 
ize the American Party in Ar- 
kansas in April 1968. 


The party must receive 15 per 


cent of the vote in a statewide 
race to retain its status as a 
party. 


"1 think we could get that 


without campaigning," Blanton 
said. 


Blanton says he believes the 


lieutenant governor's responsi- 
bilities should be increased. 


"I think the lieutenant gover- 


nor could be a good public re- 
lations man for the state of 
Arkansas and we would have 
the time to do it," he said. "He 
could promote tourism by going 
out of the state and making 
speeches." 


Blanton said he did not think 


he would have any difficulty 
presiding over the Senate, a 
duty of the lieutenant governor. 


"I have some friends in the 


Senate that I am sure would 
help me," he said. "If you want 
to do a good job bad enough, 
you'll learn how to do it." 


The administration of Repub- 


lican Gov. Winthrop Rockefel- 
ler has had problems dealing 
with a largely Democratic leg- 
islature, but Blanton says he 
does not think the APA would 
have such problems. 


"We're different type people 


(than those in office)," he said. 
"We're down to earth people. 
We know how to talk to the 
average man. We wouldn't talk 
over their heads." 


Blanton says the candidates 


for lieutenant governor should 
"tell the people how they stand 
on schools and taxes because 
they could become governor." 


Blanton said the Department 


of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare has taken the schools away 
from the local school boards. 


"HEW 
runs the schools now 


and it shouldn't be like that," 
he said. 


On taxes, he said the normal 


economic growth of the state 
should supply the funds neces- 
sary for state operations. He 
also said there were inefficien- 
cies in state government that 
could be eliminated. 


Blanton said that most of the 


money used in his campaign 
had come out of his own pocket. 


"We haven't been eaten up 


with money but I expect contri- 
butions to increase after the 
primaries," he said. "I'm go- 
ing to offer myself and let the 
people provide the support." 


Blanton moved to Arkansas 


34 years ago after graduating 
from high school in Mississippi. 
He is married to the former 
Kate Yerby of Henderson, Tenn., 
and they have two children.

The nation's interstate high- 


ways are cracking under the 
strain of heavy truck traffic. 
Some $200 million has been spent 
so far just to repair, as well as 
possible, the cracking undergone 
by the superhighways due to the 
tons of truck weight which 
passes over them daily. That 
may only be the beginning of the 
repair bills needed to keep the 
'super roadways in some sem- 
blance of good shape. The price 
tag on repairs could go much, 
much higher before too long. 


A report from the General 


Accounting Office, Congress' 
watchdog, said the cracks came 
from improper design of roads 
due to misjudgment of such 
factors as bad weather, un- 
derlying soil and truck weights. 
Now they tell us. After spending 
millions and millions and 
millions just to get the system 
built, a misjudgment, or several 
misjudgments, cause the roads 
to deteriorate. 


Concerning truck weights, 


there had been much talk at one 
time about allowing trucks to use 
only non-primary highways, 
such as the abandoned federal 
highways which usually run in 
directions similar to interstates. 
In this way, the heavier traffic 
would have been kept off the 
expensive roads and placed onto 
secondary 
highways which 


would 
lead 
to 
the 
same 


destination.

bungled job, only this time it 
concerns, not a distant war on a 
nebulous thing like inflation, but 
something we see and ex- 
perience every day.
